Q. No. 6. Imam Shafi I studied deeply the principles of anafl school of law. He disagreed with (20) 

some views of anafl jurists and established his own independent school. What were 
his differences with anafls and what did he contribute in modification of Islamic law 
and jurisprudence? 

Q. No. 7. The four Sunni canonical schools hold Ijma to be a valid source of law. But it is said (20) 

that “there is no workable machinery for the selection of qualified jurists to take part in 
Ijma and for establishing their deliberations in an authoritative form”.
